Shortly a fter the Turkish ennqu*-t* a 
largo numls*r of th«.* Greek inhabitants, 
through one cause or another—It may 
hare l*»n compulsion, or possibly it was 
fear and self Intervst—embraced the crex*i 
of Islam, and of course thus effectually 
diMohnI .U IlM of bloud.

Today th<* Mussulman Orevk 
of Crete Is to all Intents ami purp**s.* a 
Turk and is so rognrd«-d by his < hrlstian 
kinsmen. Crete, however, played an lm- 


rlfe all last summer. 
Greece sent consid­ 
erable aid to the Christian Cretans, and 
this led Russia and Germany to propose 
blockading the Island, but Great 
refused to sanction such a scheme, and the 
project was therefore abandoned. 
A plan of reforms wns agroed upon by 
the powers last September and accepted 
by tho sultan. 
There was to be a Chris 
tlan governor, who should appoint the 
subordinate officials, two thirds of them 
Christian and one third Mussulman, and 
other reforms v ere agreed upon which 
promised to lie advantageous to the ( hris- 
tl«n Cretan». 
For ono reason or another, 
however, they were not carried out. Thus 
the present acuta crisis ensued, and It de­ 
rives its Importance from the Intervention 
of Gr.M-ce, 
The annexation of Crete to 
Greece has been proclaimed, and Greek 
troops have taken possession of the Island, 
with the exception of a few ports which 
are held by tho fleets of the powers. 
The inhabitants of Crete, both Chris 
thins and Mussulmans, seem tonpprovo of 
the annexation, and there Is reason to be­ 
lieve that even th© porte Itself would not 
strenuously object to Ik 
But Russia and 
Germany have done oil In tbelr power to 
' prevent It. Tho alternative offend Is a 
measure of autonomy. At the beginning 
of tho year that would probably have been 
accepted. Now It is regard, d with suspi­ 
cion, as n mere ruse of the power« to 
throw 
Crete back under unrmralnod 
Turkish rule.

Day of Canton has been decided upon 
by President McKinley for first assist- j 
ant secretary of state.

The president 
would have sent these nominations to 
the senate yesterday but for the fact 
that that body had ad jour ned Thursday 
until Monday. 
The selection of Judge Day to be first 
assistant secretary of state overturns 
the plan of the president to send him to 
Cuba as special counsel to watch the 
prosecution of the Ruiz investigation. 
It would be without precedent for such 
an official as the first assistant secretary 
to go to another country to prosecute a 
case, when later on he might have to 
engage in diplomatic negotiations with 
that same country on other subjects. 
At any rate, the conviction that the 
pursuit of the original mission by Ju dge 
Day would im pair his usefulness in th** 
future as an official of the state depart­ 
ment has led to the cancellation of the 
order to go to Cuba.

The meet of Thessaly is a vast plain 
with ranges of hills. 
In no other port of

vered over so large a territory. Macedonia 
and Albania, on the Turkish side of tho 
border, on tho contrary, ore exceedingly 
mountainous. 
As compared with Thes­ 
saly, the Turks havo Jn fhelr frontier ter 
riTory n fir greater number of strategic 
points that are not difficult to defend. 
The main difficulty with all thi«territory 
on both sides of the border, from a m ili­ 
tary point of view, is the entire lack of 
go*xl roads. 
Many of the roads affording 
thM only means of transit an* mere bridle 
paths, And all tl)« roads are narrow and 
in bad condition. 
The powers are plainly in niliaaca with 
Turkey lurid» crisis, but the conscience© 
and sympWhy of the people are largely In 
favor of Greece.
